ESCONDIDO — Catholics from more 
than seven parishes, including two priests 
and a deacon, were among the some 300 
persons who protested for nearly five 
hours March 18 outside an Escondido 
office where abortions are performed. 

About 200 of the protestors, including 
several Catholics, defied a court order 
and risked arrest for trespassing as they 

2 blocked the entrances of the Town Center 
Professional Building, 735 E. Ohio Ave. 

Father: Edward ‘‘Bud’’ Kaicher, who is 
on a two-year probation after his 
conviction in February for trespassing at 

a La Mesa abortion clinic in September, 
was among those Catholics and 
Protestants blocking all the entrances to 
the building. 

The facility houses the offices of Dr. 
Ying Chen, an obstetrician-gynecologist, 
who had 20 abortions scheduled that day, 
according to protest organizers. All 

@ appointments were cancelled. 

Msgr. Douglas Regin, diocesan respect 
life director and pastor of St. Francis 
parish, Vista, and Deacon Carl Shelton, 
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are performed. They also prayed for the some 200 others 
who risked arrest by blocking the entrances to the building. 
The demonstration was organized by Project Rescue, a local 
expression of the national rescue movement in which partic- 
ipants risk arrest in attempts to stop abortions.

‘Dance has always been an important element of 
prayer’ to American Indians; it was never considered 


EL CENTRO — The Easter Vigil and 
Good Friday bilingual liturgies:at Our 
Lady of Guadalupe Church here will 
integrate Mexican culture into the 
celebrations with Indian dances, 
processions and Spanish music. 

These ceremonies illustrate the concept 
of syncretism, an “‘attempt to 
compromise or reconcile different 
religions or practices,’’ according to 
Franciscan Sister Joanne Nicgorksi, 
diocesan director of the Center for 
Liturgy and Prayer. 

Indian dances before a bonfire in 
McGee Park near the church will begin at 
sunset, preceding the 8 p.m. Easter Vigil, 
March 25. 

Father Peter Navarra, pastor, and a 
parishioner will portray a deer and 
hunter, respectively, in a mimed deer 
dance, ‘‘one of the most ancient dances in 
Mexico ... that the Yaqui Indians put into 


secular. ‘When Indians dance, they are one with 
creation.’ Praying with your body through ‘dance is 


holistic prayer.’

the Catholic liturgy,’’ the pastor said. 

He compared the deer, formerly a food 
staple for native Americans, to the lamb 
slain for food in the Jewish and Christian 
traditions — an image of Jesus dying on 
the cross. 

The dance pantomimes a deer moving 
through the forest, delighting in life until 
it is ‘‘shot’’ with stylized movements of 
the hunter. 

Father Navarra will wear an. antler 
headdress, a leather belt bordered with 
dangling deer hoofs to symbolize the 


death of all deer and a string of cocoons 
around each ankle to signify life. He will 
carry a gourd rattle.in each hand. 

The noise made by this gear 
“‘resembles the sounds of the woods,’’ he 
said. 

The dance is done to the beat of an 
Indian drum and. the sounds made by 
scraping a wooden rod across a grooved 
stick. 

Father Navarra said he “‘tries to 
imitate the innocent, majestic’? deer and 
feel the pain of being violently killed. 


cultural perspective,’’ he said. 

~ Ideally, the deer dancer reappears at 
the “‘Gloria’’ of the Mass to represent 
Jesus’ resurrection, as is done by Yaqui 
Indians in Tucson, Ariz., he said. 
However, this will not be done in the El 
Centro church. 

Father Navarra said the deer dance 
“‘continues the old traditions of Mexico’’ — 
and expresses his own heritage. His 
mother, a native of Sonora, Mexico, is a 
descendent of the Yaqui and Yecori- 
Pimas tribes. : 

Many parishioners of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church are from Sonora 
where the deer dance originated, he said. 

Originally, the Yaguis used the deer 
dance as a hunting ritual to ‘‘persuade the 
deer to give himself up to the hunter,”’ the 
pastor added.

SAN DIEGO — The Diocese of San 
Diego will implement new marriage 
preparation guidelines, Labor Day, 1989, 
that will increase the time of preparation 
from a minimum of three months to a 
nine-month period, enabling clergy and 
engaged couples to participate in better 
quality preparation. 

The guidelines for pre-marriage 
preparation are being adapted into a 
more pastorally sensitive language in both 
English and Spanish, said Father Daniel 
Polizzi, director of the diocesan Family 
Life Center. 

The new guidelines are in response to a 
request by Bishop Leo T. Maher and the 
Presbyteral Council, the advisory body of 
priests that aids the bishop in the 
administration of the diocese, he said. 

“We deeply desire to aid engaged 
couples in their understanding of the 
church’s teaching on marriage, to help 
them develop the skills that will aid their 
own growth, and to make them aware of 
the problems, challenges and sacrifices 
that confront married couples today,”’ 
Bishop Maher explained in a letter to the 
priests of the diocese. 

A committee of the Presbyteral Council 
drafted the guidelines and they were 
approved at a council meeting last 
November. 

According to the new guidelines, 
couples seeking to be married in the 
church will need to announce their 
intention to a local priest or deacon nine 
months before their desired wedding 
date. During this time, the following must 
occur:

° Couples must attend both an 
informational/instructional section, such

© People under the age of 17 must 
undergo special psychological counseling 
before attending the marriage 
perparation programs; 

¢ Couples must participate in the 
premarital inquiry, which is required by

Canon Law and is the prelude for any 
investigation into needed annulments, 
dispensations and special counseling; 

¢ Couples must receive. individual 
pastoral counseling to assess each 
person’s readiness and informed decision 
to celebrate marriage within the church; 

e An appropriate celebration for the 
marriage must be planned; 

¢ The informational/instructional and 
formational parts of marriage preparation 
must be completed two months before the 


‘Laity, clergy join in church’s mission’

MISSION VALLEY — ‘‘The church’s 
mission of salvation in the world is realized 
not only by”’ ordained ministers but also by 
the laity, Bishop Leo T. Maher told priests 
and laity at the annual Chrism Mass, 
March 16 at Mission Basilica San Diego de 
Alcala. 

Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, 
Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, pastor of the 
mission, some 150 priests and about 150 lay 
persons joined Bishop Maher in this Mass, 
a sign of church unity. 

Bishop Maher led the laity and then the 


® priests in a renewal of their commitment to 


serve the church, stressed the 
complementary roles of the priests and the 
laity and blessed the holy oils of the sick and 
of the catechumens and the holy chrism, 
from which the liturgy gets its name. 
Speaking in the words of Pope John Paul 
II, from his apostolic exhortation on the 
laity, released in January, Bishop Maher 
said in the homily that the aim of the 
ministerial priesthood is ‘‘the royal 


priesthood of all the faithful.’’ 

He told the priests they ‘‘must realize 
that their ministry is fundamentally 
ordered to the service of the entire people of 
God. At no time can we be selective in our 
ministry.”’ 

The laity, he said, ‘‘must realize that the 
ministerial priesthood is totally necessary 
for their participation in the mission of the 
church.’’ 

Because of their baptism and ‘“‘their 
specific vocation ... the lay faithful 
participate in the priestly, prophetic and 
kingly mission of Christ,’’ Bishop Maher 
said. 

After the homily three permanent 
deacons — Dick Corder and Jack and Peter 
Corraro — carried the urns of oil to the 
bishop. 

As is customary, Bishop Maher blessed 
the oil of the sick, used to anoint those who 
suffer in mind and body, and the oil of the 
catechumens, used to anoint those called to 
prepare for. baptism. He also poured 
balsam in another urn of oil, mixing the 
chrism, blew on it and consecrated it. 

The fragrant oil of chrism is used to

The Pre-Cana conference is a one-day 


program reviewing the Catholic 
profession of faith about marriage, 
explained Father Polizzi. 

It is designed to enhance 
communication on such issues as 


communicating in marriage; religious 
dimensions of marriage, i.e. spirituality 
of marriage, the sacrament of matrimomy 
and marriage morality; natural family 
planning; family finances; and ceremony 
planning, he explained. 


Evenings for the Engaged is held in the 
homes of volunteering married couples 
trained to lead small groups of engaged 
couples in discussion. 


Catholic Engaged Encounter is a 
retreat-like weekend for an average of 25 
couples. The engaged couples spend the 
entire time with two trained ministry 
couples and a priest. 


Evenings for the Engaged, Catholic 
Engaged Encounter and the Pre-Cana 
conference are not additions to the policy 
— the additional suggestion is that the 
regular preparatory program include a 
combined program, Father Polizzi said. 


According to Father Polizzi, a drafting 
committee member, one important 
reason for the new marriage policy is the 
divorce rate. 


“‘The national divorce rate for people 
married two years is over 50 percent; in 
California, it’s slightly higher,’’ he said. 

The council also felt concern for young 
couples in the church and wanted them to 
“‘see that they are an integral part of the 
Catholic (community) from the 
beginning,’’ added Father Polizzi. 


““Their marriage is as important to the 
rest of the community of believers as it is 
to themselves,’’ he said. 


Msgr. Daniel Dillabough, judicial 
vicar of the diocesan Marriage Tribunal 
and a member of the guidelines’ drafting 
committee, said, “Anything that we can 
do to help the spiritual and emotional 
preparation of engaged couples will be 
helpful.”’

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Bishops must 
resolve issues 
before campaign 
to spread faith 


Pope John Paul II and the U.S. bishops met in Rome 
last week to discuss areas of mutual concern about the 
church in America. The pope challenged the bishops ‘‘to 
bring the Gospel message to a world that does not often 
readily accept it’’. 

Cardinal (Joseph) Ratzinger (prefect of the Sacred 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith) urged the 
bishops to be ‘‘martyrs’’ in defending Roman Catholic 
teaching and to impose their authority on dissenters. 

Cardinal (Joseph) Bernardin (archbishop of Chicago) 
and Archbishop (John) May (of St. Louis and president 
of the National Conference of Catholic Bishops) 


expressed concern about Americans accepting church 
teaching with authority because they have a heritage of 
independence and individual freedom. 

Archbishop John Foley (president of the Pontifical 
Commission for Social Communications) proposed a 
“‘media blitz’’ to promote Catholicism. He cited Billy 

_ Graham’s success and wondered why Catholics cannot 
do the same. 

Today there are many deviations from the Roman 
Catholic faith. Numerous questions prevail and heresies 
persist about matters of critical importance such as the 
divinity of Christ and ‘‘the real presence’’ in the Blessed 
Sacrament. 

The bishops first must address these fundamentals, 
including sacred liturgy, and resolve major issues of 
faith without bowing to political pressure. This takes 
leadership and courage which we have not seen for a 
long time. Until our leaders do their homework and 
formulate a clear uniform message, there can be no 
“‘media blitz’’ as Archbishop Foley suggested.

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The power of the Resurrection 


For those of us who live in the northern latitudes, it’s 
easy to turn Easter into a celebration of spring, to think 
of Jesus’ rising from the dead as a symbol of the season 
when nature renews itself each year. 

Spring is something that comes each year; you can 
count on it. But Easter is about an event completely out 
of the ordinary. It marks not the regular cycle of nature, 
but an event which had never happened before and 
which has never happened since. 

The story of Jesus’ Resurrection nearly 2,000 years 
ago in Jerusalem is not a fable, not a fairy tale. It’s 
history in every sense. 

The people who were there and actually saw it all are 
very clear about that. They say they saw Jesus executed 
on Friday. They say they saw a Roman soldier actually 
run his spear into Jesus’ abdomen to make sure he was 
dead, and that Jesus’ body was then taken from the cross 
and placed in a nearby burial vault. 

When Jesus’ disciples went to the tomb on the third 
day, they found it empty. And then Jesus himself 
appeared to them, both that day and several times in the 
weeks following. 

After the Resurrection Jesus kept appearing and then 
disappearing in mysterious ways. But when Jesus was 
with the disciples, his body was completely real. 

What does all this mean to us? 

On the practical level it means there are no longer any 
limits to the possible. It means God can do whatever 
God chooses to do, not only in heaven but in the normal 
course of human events. 


It means the forces of life are stronger than death — 
that in the end good will overcome evil, that love will 
defeat violence and that truth will overcome expediency. 

The Resurrection demonstrates that there is a power 
at work in human history which is capable of doing 
whatever needs to be done. 

That means it’s possible to end the arms race. It 
means we can conduct relations between nations in ways 
which don’t subject the human family to the continual 
curse of warfare and which don’t impoverish us with the 
huge costs of constantly preparing for war. 

It means the atmosphere of sexual violence in which 
all of us live — the pornography, the abortions, the child 
abuse, the promiscuity, the divorces — can be replaced 
by a world built on real affection, a world where people 
make long-term commitments to each other and form 
loving, supportive families. 

Of course, it’s easier to believe the world is hopeless 
and the most we can expect is somehow to survive for a 
few years, but if the Easter story is true that’s simply not 
the way it is.

Rescuers are not mobsters 


‘In 1970 Congress passed the Racketeer Influenced and 
Corrupt Organization (RICO) Act. In addition to 
criminal prosecution, it allowed civil lawsuits by one 
“injured in his business or property by reason of another’s 
pattern of racketeering activity.”’ 

But on March 3 ofthis year the Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Philadelphia extended the racketeering law to cover pro- 
life demonstrators. It ruled that 26 pro-lifers who 
demonstrated at the Northeast Woman’s Center, Inc., in 
Philadelphia were liable for $43,000 in civil damages and 
$85,000 in lawyers’ fees. 

Pro-lifers complain that the ruling is a threat to every 
demonstrator who practices civil disobedience in defense 
of human life since they can now be charged with 
‘‘organized crime.’’ 

Abortionists, on the other hand, say the racketeering 
law is an effective tool against the nearly 20,000 
“Operation Rescue’’ demonstrators who have been 
arrested for trying to shut down abortion clinics. The 
National Organization for Women (NOW) has, in fact, 
made racketeering prosecutions part of its strategy against 
pro-life activities. 

The three-judge circuit court cited videotapes showing 
*‘demonstrators pushing, shoving and tugging on patients 
as they attempted to approach the center, knocking over 
and crossing police barricades and blocking the ingress of 
cars.”’ 

However, Michael McMonagle, executive director of 
the Pro-Life Coalition, reported that none ofthe protestors 
were charged with assault, and said that simply pushing 
someone did not turn a demonstrator into an extortionist 
or racketeer. 

Thecourt’s decision is an outrage. It not only suppresses 
First Amendment rights of free speech, it assesses triple 
damages and lawyers’ fees on citizens who demonstrate in 
defense of the right to life of unborn babies. 

Pro-lifers recently suffered another outrage when 13 
distinguished civil rights leaders — including Jesse 
Jackson, Andrew Young, Julian Bond, John Jacob, Mary 
King and Roger Wilkins — scornfully rejected their claim 
that there is a moral connection between Operation 


Rescue demonstrations and the civil rights struggles of the 
1960s. 

‘Referring to this action by these leaders — convened by 
Planned Parenthood — Nat Hentoff (Catholic ‘New York, 
Feb. 23, 1989) said: ‘‘And in the unkindest cut of all, these 
leaders — once themselves demonstrators against laws 
they considered profoundly unjust — compared the 
nonviolent Operation Rescue workers to the 
‘segregationists who fought desperately to block black 
Americans from access to their rights.’ ”’ 

Hentoff observed, however, that ‘‘a more accurate 
analogy would liken these pro-lifers to the civil rights 
workers of the 19th century, the Abolitionists, who would 
not be deterred from their goal of ensuring equal rights for 
all human beings in this land.”’ 

Now, pro-lifers, aware that the Supreme Court has 
overruled the Dred Scott decision, are requesting the 
Court to overturn the holding in Roe vs. Wade that 
“‘unborn have never been recognized in the law as persons 
in the whole sense.’’ So, like the slave, the unborn child is 
property and its owner can dispose of it for any or no 


. reason. 


Operation Resuce and similar demonstrations are not 
violent. There may be some shoving and pushing and 
blocking of entrances to clinics, but the only violence 
connected with Operation Rescue has been inflicted by the 
police, most viciously, in Atlanta, where, noted Hentoff, 
one of the Planned Parenthood’s 13 civil rights leaders is 
mayor. 

For their self-sacrificing defense of the right to life of 
unborn children, Operation Rescue workers are 
prosecuted by NOW as racketeers and corrupt mobsters.

“‘Dance has always been an important 
element of prayer’’ to American Indians; 
it was never considered secular, Father 
Navarra said. ‘‘When Indians dance, 
they are one with creation.’’ Praying with 
your body through ‘‘dance is holistic 
prayer.”’ 

Other Indian dances before the bonfire 
will be performed by Quechuan children 
from Fort Yuma and Aztec dancers from 
the Imperial Valley. 

The paschal candle will be lighted from 
the bonfire and the Easter Vigil Service of 
Light will be conducted in the park, 
Father Navarra said. 

The assembly will then process to the 
parish hall for the Liturgy of the Word, 
followed by fireworks to symbolize the 
victory of Jesus’ resurrection. 

Aztec dancers will lead the procession 
to the church as the ‘‘Gloria’’ is sung in 
Spanish to the drumbeat of an Aztec 
rhythm. 

The Aztec dancers will use feathers, 
probably of an eagle, which symbolize 
prayer ascending to God, Father Navarra 


said. 

“‘Mexican Indians like tangible signs; 
they need to touch and see’’ symbols used 
in their worship. This dates back to the 
early Spaniards in South America who 
used to dramatize feast days, he said. 

This tradition will be carried out in the 
outdoor candlelight Stations of the Cross 
to be held on Good Friday, March 24, in 
McGee Park. ! 

Father Navarra said he will carry a 
large wooden cross as he leads the 
assembly from one station to the next, 
depicted in posters made by pupils in the 
parish’s religious education classes. 

Following the priest and candle bearers 
will be a statue of Our Lady of Sorrows 
carried on a platform and the assembly 
holding lighted candles. 

In some villages in Mexico, the ‘‘entire 
village participates’? in the outdoor 
stations, Father Navarra said. It is 
common for a lay person in_ these 
processions to burn incense in a clay urn. 

Conducting Good Friday and Easter 
Vigil rites in the park ‘‘is a form of 
evangelization,’ the pastor said. ‘‘It 
attracts people to come and join us.’’

Bishop Berlie blesses 
girls’ home in Tijuana 


Facility is 12-year building project 
of St. James Mission Circle members

TIJUANA — Bishop Emilio Berlie of 
Tijuana, Mexico, dedicated on March 18 
the new Graciela: Aldreta building that 
will provide additional services for girls 
living in the church-sponsored home for 
victims of poverty and abuse. 

The $30,000 project in the La Mesa 
area of Tijuana, begun three years ago, 
was financed by members of St. James 
Mission Circle and other parishioners in 
Solana Beach, according to Dave 
Crimmins, mission circle publicity 
chairman, 

Mission circle volunteers provided the 
project management, architectural design 
and skilled labor for the 3,000-square- 
foot, two-story concrete building that will 
house a clinic, thrift store, warehouse for 
donated food and area where girls can 
learn sewing and other crafts in order to 
support themselves, Crimmins said. 
Unskilled labor was hired. 

The dedication marked the 14th 
anniversary of the founding of the home 
by the Patronato, a women’s organization 
in Tijuana. The new building is named 
for the woman who headed the group at 
that time. 

In his address to some 60 mission circle 
members and more than 100 Tijuana 
residents, Bishop Berlie said the building 
is a symbol of the brotherhood and 
cooperation of people on both sides of the 
border working for the good of the poor. 

The bishop urged the girls to show their 
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gratitude for the education and guidance 
they receive at the home by leading 
successful Christian lives. 

The home, which can accommodate 50 
girls, has been operated by the Sisters of 
Our Lady of Charity of St. John Eudes 
since its founding, Crimmins said. 

Ceremonies included the blessing of the 
building by Bishop Berlie and a tour of 
the facility. The event concluded with a 
barbecue, provided by St. James Mission 
Circle. 

Father John Howard, CJM, founder of 
the mission circle who assists at St. James 
Church, Solana Beach, attended: the 
dedication, along with clergy and nuns 
from Tijuana and Patronato members. 

For more than a decade St. James 
Mission Circle has volunteered labor and 
financial support to upgrade the original 
building. 

Remodeling has included tarring the 
roof, sealing walls, installing windows, 
tiling floors and painting the building, 
Crimmins said. : 

He described the ‘‘high-spirited’’ 
dedication ceremonies as ‘‘the 
culmination of a 12-year dream to 
establish the home and its new outreach 
facility. The girls were delighted with the 
attention their home was getting,’’ he 
said. 

St. James Mission Circle currently has 
1,200 members, about half from the 
Solana Beach parish, Crimmins said.

director of the SHARE program in the 
diocese, were among Catholics from 
several parishes who marched and prayed 
on the public sidewalk in front of the 
building and supported the “‘rescuers.”’ 

The demonstration was organized by 
Project Rescue, the San Diego area 
expression of the rescue movement, many 
of whose participants are prepared to 
commit civil disobedience to stop 
abortions. 

According to Escondido police, one 
employee at Dr. Chen’s office arrived 
early and saw the protestors (who 
gathered at 7 a.m.) blocking the 
entrances. 

“*So the doctor didn’t come in, and (his 
office) started canceling appointments,’’ 
Lt. Earl Callendar, press spokesman for 
the Escondido Police Department, told 
Southern Cross at the command center 
about a block from the protest site. 

No complaints were filed by anyone 
associated with the building, so no arrests 
were made, Callendar said. 

The court did not send the police 
department any paper work concerning 
the injunction, so ‘‘we see it as a civil 
process, not a police matter,’’ he added. 

A legal team from the American Civil 


. Liberties Union (ACLU) appeared about 


mid-morning and attempted to give those 
blocking the entrances a copy of a 
preliminary injunction granted March 15 
by a U.S. District Court in California. 

The order enjoins ‘‘all persons in active 
concert or participation with (Operation 
Rescue) from trespassing, sitting in, 
blocking’’ entrances of facilities ‘‘at 
which abortions, family planning or 
gynecological services are provided in ... 
California ... .”’ 

None of the ‘‘rescuers’’ accepted the 
copy as they sang to their God, “‘I will 
trust in you. Let the weak say I am strong 
in the strength of the Lord.”’ 

Their singing grew louder, drowning 
out the members of the ACLU team who 
appeared frustrated as they shouted the 
order to them. 

The legal team also took photos of the 
protestors, and team spokeswoman Betty 
Wheeler said they planned to use the 
pictures in identifying those trespassing so 
the ACLU could file complaints against 
them for contempt. 


One of the ACLU legal team co-leaders 
was Carol Hallstrom, an employee of the 
University of San Diego as a staff 
member of the San Diego Law a 
headquartered on the campus. The center 
is a joint venture of USD and the/San 
Diego County Bar Association. _/ 

The women who had appointments 
here have a “‘constitutional right’to have 
access to these services as part of their 
constitutional right to privacy,’’ 
Hallstrom said. ‘‘All we’re doing is giving 
proper, adequate notice to these people, 
whose beliefs I respect,’ that they are in 
violation of a court injunction. 

Father Kaicher, who was among those 
blocking the entrances, told Southern Cross, 
“T decided to continue participating in 
Operation Rescue, protesting and 


blocking entrances (of abortion clinics) in

spite of my probation.”’ 

He lauded the spirit of the Project 
Rescue demonstration. The leaders ‘‘kept 
emphasizing repentance, urging not to 
put down the women who were coming 
here. 

When those sitting-in cheered after the 
ACLU team members tried to read and 
hand out the injunction, the leadership 
said, ‘‘ ‘Don’t ‘cheer. We’re here in 
repentance. We’re not trying to be better 
than they are,’ ’’ Father Kaicher quoted 
leaders as saying. 

Jim Fallon, a member of St. Therese 
parish, Del Cerro, and the St. Therese 
Council, Knights of Columbus, was also 
among those blocking an entrance. 

“lve been talking pro-life for a long 
time and this is the first time I’ve had a 
chance to really put my belief into 
practice,’’ he said. 

A retired New York policeman who 
served on the force for 25 years, Fallon 
said, “‘It wasn’t easy,’’ deciding to risk 
being arrested. ‘‘My job (as a police 
officer) was to uphold the law. But I 
decided something had to be done after 16 
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years of abortion. 

“T believe, as St. Peter said, you have 
to obey God’s law better than man’s,”’ 
said Fallon, a member of San Diego 
County Right to Life Council and of the 
Concerned Citizens for Human Life. 

Msgr. Regin said the Project Rescue 
effort is “‘another ... effort to redress the 
wrong that has been done (by the

NEW YORK — There are sure to be 
big surprises at this year’s Academy 
Awards. The 61st annual presentation 
will be telecast live from Los Angeles, 
Wednesday, March 29, beginning at 9 
p-m. EST on ABC. 

With the exception of the current box 
office hit and top Oscar contender, ‘‘Rain 
Man,”’ the race for the gold statuettes is 
wide open. This uncertainty should inject 
the Oscar broadcast with a welcome dose 
of suspense. Another plus should be the 
addition of Marvin Hamlisch as musical 
director. The Tony and Oscar-winning 
composer (‘‘The Way We Were’’) will 
forgo the usual endless best song numbers 
and replacing them with original material 
to showcase film talent. 

With eight nominations under its belt, 
‘‘Rain Man,”’ the saga of a brash young 
man’s trek cross-country with his autistic 
brother, is the favorite to win in the best 
picture category. Its chief competition

distortion of facts in the case may work 
against its winning.

Other contenders 
are 78-year-old British director Charles 
Crichton for the irreverent farce, ‘‘A Fish 
Called Wanda’’ and Martin Scorsese in 
the ‘“‘Oh, Please”’ category for ‘“The Last 
Temptation of Christ.’ 

Dustin Hoffman is a isos -in as best 
actor for his well-researched portrait of 
autistic savant Raymond Babbitt in 


“Rain Man.”’ Frankly, all the nominees 
are winners in my_ book. , Gene 
Hackman’s stirring performance as hard- 
nosed FBI agent Anderson in 
‘‘Mississippi Burning’’ probably stands 
the only chance of toppling Hoffman. 
Hackman and Tom Hanks, as a wide- 
eyed 13-year-old in ‘‘Big,’’ are my 
personal favorites. Also nominated are 
Edward James Olmos for his tenure as a 
dynamic inner-city math teacher in 
“Stand and Deliver’’ and Max Von 
Sydow as the aged Swedish father in the 
Danish film, ‘‘Pelle the Conqueror.”’ 


The best actress race is tight this year, 
but Glenn Close deserves the Oscar hands 
down for her mesmerizing performance 
as a scheming marquise in ‘“‘Dangerous 
Liaisons.’’ The fact that Miss Close lost 
last year’s best actress award for her 
popular performance in ‘‘Fatal 
Attraction,’’ and has been nominated for 
her roles in five out of eight films to date 
may win her sympathy votes as well. 


The next best bet will be Jodie Foster as 
the tough-talking rape victim in -‘‘The 
Accused.’’ Melanie Griffith is a delight in 
““Working Girl,’’ but she’s too new at the 
Oscar game to see results this year.

The first is that many Catholics don’t 
seem to be very well educated in the 
basics of their own faith. The second is 
that many Catholics don’t really 
understand what they are getting into 
when they join one of a number of 
different religious groups, and that when 
they find out, it is sometimes too late. The 
second reason is mostly what this book is 
about. 

Father Nevins starts the book with a 
brief discussion of apologetics, followed 
by some basics of Catholic belief, some 
important scriptural passages to 
remember, and then some reminders of 
what to do and what not to do when 
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discussing religion with non-Catholics. 
, He then devotes about a third of the book 
to a discussion of perhaps the two most 
active proselytizing groups — _ the 
Jehovah’s Witnesses and the Mormons. 


One of the most crucial points that 
Father Nevins makes is to stress that 
vocabulary be defined when talking to a 
Jehovah’s Witness or a Mormon. For 
instance, all Christians believe that Jesus 
Christ was the Son of God. The Jehovah’s 
Witnesses don’t, although they talk freely 
about Jesus, but in a different sense than 
Christians do. Most Christians believe 
that the Trinity is one God and three 
persons. Mormons don’t, but they use the 
word ‘‘trinity’’ to refer to something else. 
Without defining terms, you may be 
using the same vocabulary, but talking 
about very different things. And these are 
only two of several examples. 


Although most of the book covers the 
Jehovah’s Witnesses and the Mormons, 
Father Nevins also has'short chapters on 
several other groups, including the 
Unification Church (Moonies), Hare 
Krishnas, the Churches of Christ, and the 
televangelists. In each case, he shows 
where the beliefs of these various groups 
differ from Catholic (and in many cases, 
fundamentally Christian) teaching. 


Early in the book, Father Nevins says 


that “‘Apologetics seems to, have become a 


lost art.’’ There are signs that this trend 
may be starting to be reversed. We now 
have the San Diego-based Catholic 
Answers, Inc., which publishes a monthly 
newsletter and sponsors discussions and 
debates; Our Sunday Visitor’s bimonthly 
magazine, ‘‘Catholic Answers’’; and a 
growing number of books. Father Nevins 
may have been a bit premature — that 
“lost art’? seems to have been re- 
discovered, and not a moment too soon.

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Pope celebrates Palm 
Sunday with youth

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 


__II celebrated Palm Sunday and the 


beginning of Holy Week in a St. Peter’s 
Square liturgy attended by thousands of 
young people from around Europe. 

The March 19 ceremonies capped a 
weekend of activities marking the fourth 
World Youth Day of Pope John Paul’s 
pontificate. The previous day, a: papal 
audience in the Vatican’s Paul VI hall 
featured the performance of an Italian 
pop singer as well as speeches by the pope 
and various young people. 

This year World Youth Day will also be 
celebrated Aug. 15 at the Sanctuary of St. 
James in Santiago de Compostela, Spain. 

On a warm Palm Sunday morning the 
pope began Holy Week observances at 
the Vatican with a Mass and Angelus 
attended by an estimated 40,000 young 
people. 

In his Angelus talk, the pope said there 
was a close connection between Easter 
and youth. 

“Is not the young generation a special 
‘place’ for the Easter event?’’ he asked, 
“How can one not see in youth and in 
their values — life, health, beauty, 
physical vigor, enthusiasm, joy — almost 
a forerunner of the resurrected Christ and 
his glorious return?’’ 

The pope said the task of young people 
was to make real in their lives the victory 
over evil and sin accomplished by the 
Resurrection. 

Afterward, the pope greeted youthful 
pilgrims in the square in Italian, Spanish, 


French, English, German, Slovakian and 
Polish. 

Speaking in Slovakian to a group from 
the Yugoslavian Archdiocese of Zagreb, 
the pope invoked the theme of World 
Youth Day, telling them that ‘‘Jesus is 
truly your way, your truth and your life.”’ 

Before the Angelus, the pope 
celebrated Mass for the thousands of 
young people, many waving palm and 
olive branches, in St. Peter’s Square. 

With his resurrrection Christ ‘‘ ‘comes 
in the name of the Lord’ to every new 
human generation with his _paschal 
mystery,’’ the pope said. 

The pope encouraged the young people 
in the square to meet in August in Spain 
for that ‘‘important ecclesial event.’’ 

On March 18, the pope held a late- 
afternoon audience that featured the 
songs of pop singer Franco Battiato. The 
Sicilian singer performed for the pope, 
curial officials and an_ enthusiastic 
audience made up of 10,000 young people 
from Rome. 

Three young people also spoke to the 
pope about the problems facing youth 
today, including drugs, unemployment 
— particularly for women — and 
violence. 

Afterward the pope told his audience 
that they were the future of the church, 
society and the family. 

“‘What will be tomorrow depends in 
large part on your imagination, courage 
and commitment,”’ he told them. 

The pope urged them never to 
compromise the Gospel values but at the 
same time to seek solutions to the 
problems of life.

CIUDAD DEL VATICANO — EI 
extenso documento del Papa Juan Pablo 
II sobre el laicado, emitido a principios de 
alo, pone en manifiesto el profundo 
interés del Santo Padre por promover la

Considerado como un - diagnéstico 
sobre el estado de la iglesia y del mundo, 
el documento de 40,000 palabras es un 
restimen de los temas principales de los 
primeros diez afios de su pontificado.

Esta ‘‘exhortacién apostdlica’’, sigue 
muy de cerca las sugerencias contenidas 
en las 54 proposiciones del Sfnodo de 
1987, y profundiza seriamente en las 
doctrinas del Vaticano II. El-Papa no 
-propone ningunas opciones pastorales 
radicalmente nuevas; y las controversias 
sinodales han quedado sometidas 
generalmente a comisiones, para ulterior 
estudio.

U.S. bishops differ with Vatican on evangelization

VATIGAN CITY — Before the major 


meeting of U.S. bishops, Vatican officials 
and Pope John Paul II, many participants 
emphasized the tension between U.S. 
society and the often countercultural 
message of Catholicism. 

They predicted that this, more than the 
unwinding tensions between the U.S. 
hierarchy and the Vatican, would be the 
focus of the meeting. The prediction 
turned out to be true. 

But also emerging from the March 
meetings was the underlying dynamic 
tension existing between the Vatican and 
the world’s bishops on the cutting edge of 
evangelization in hostile or unreceptive 
societies. The Vatican wants strict 
adherence to the faith, while many 
bishops favor as much flexibility as 
possible to make the faith meaningful to 
their listeners. 

All agree on the need to evangelize. 
The dynamic tension comes from the 
different emphasis: Do you put the stress 
on strengthening the proclamation of 
traditional teachings or on adapting the 
way you present the teachings in specific 
cultural circumstances? 

At the March meeting, the situation

“We are not an agency”’ 
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was phrased as the tension between 
Catholic doctrine as ‘‘the one and only 
path to salvation’’ and ‘‘trying to make 
things ‘work’ in our culture.’’ The pope 
said the former, while Cardinal John J. 
O’Connor of New York said the latter. 

In general, the pope and the Vatican 
line up on the side of strengthening the 
proclamation and the world’s bishops on 
the side of adapting. 

This tension underlies Vatican 
problems with African bishops over 
inculturation, Latin American bishops 
over political activism and Asian bishops 
over use of non-Christian spiritual 
methods. 

It is the tension that has caused the 
Vatican Congregation for Catholic 
Education to call an international meeting 
of Catholic educators to revise ‘draft 
norms for Catholic universities. 

The norms are meant to ensure that 
sound doctrine is taught in class and that 
the campus reflects an overall Christian 
lifestyle. Many educators around the 
world, however, say the draft rules will 
not work legally, academically or 
culturally in their countries. 

This dynamic tension helps explain the 
specific trouble spots between the Vatican

and the U.S. hierarchy over the 
relationship of bishops to theologians. 

It also explains Vatican worry over a 
1988 AIDS policy statement by the 
50-member U.S. bishops’ Administrative 
Board, which said the bishops would not 
oppose factual information about 
condoms in public AIDS education 
programs. The Vatican feared this would 
be interpreted as a weakening of the 
church’s. blanket condemnation of all 
artificial means of contraception. 

The fear was also expressed by a 
number of U.S. cardinals and 
archbishops, showing how wrong it is to 
overgeneralize regarding on which side of 
the dividing line bishops and Vatican 
officials stand. Individuals frequently 
cross the dividing line on specific issues. 
This dynamic tension also cuts- across 
ideological barriers.

Contributing to much of the dynamic 
tension between U.S. and Vatican church 
officials is U.S. democracy and its use of 
compromise as a solution-finding tactic in 
a pluralistic society. 

All this has concrete implications for 
bishops when it comes to taking a stand 
on public policy issues that involve 
immutable Catholic teachings, such as 
abortion. 

In a session on ‘‘the bishop as teacher 
of the faith,’”’ participants discussed to 
what extent compromise is allowable in 
working toward a common good. 

The participants ‘‘were generally 
agreed that given the democratic process 
in the United States, we cannot. withdraw 
from the debate early. You remain in the 
debate beyond the stage where you think 
you'll win your full point,’’ said 
Archbishop Roach.
